LONG SEARCH 
FOR TH E BODY 


Succes s ful This Morning— Drowning 


Occurred Below the Rail­ 


road Bridge. 


Fred Moore, generally known as 
Fred Groff, was drowned in the river 
ju st b elow the railroad b ridge at 
Kockford Thu rsday evening ab ou t 
4:30 o’eloek. 
He was eleven y ears 
and seven months of age and he 
lived in Woodstock with Mrs. Sarah 
Groff, she and her hu sb and, the late 
Frank Groff, having taken him to 
raise when he was five months old. 
The b oy left home ab ou t eleven 
o’clock y esterday morning say ing he 
was to carry dinner to someone work­ 
ing at the canning factory . 
Thou gh cau tioned b y Mrs. Groff 
not to do so he went on to the river, 
accompanied b y two other Woodstock 
b oy s, Alfred Lu cas and Earl You ng, 
who were ab ou t his age. 
In the afternoon at the river they 
met Travis Spiers, Henry Ab el, Roy 
Kindel and several others and all 
went in swimming ju st 
b elow 
the 
north span of the b ridge. 
The water 
at this jH>int is shallow near the shore 
b u t a short distance ou t theire is a 
ju m p off into deep water with a swift 
cu rrent. 
In some places the water is 
over fifteen feet deep. 
Some fisherman warned the smaller 
b oy s to keep close to shore. 
The 
Groff b oy cou ld not swim, b u t 
w a s 
try ing to learn. 
Reports differ as to , 
ju st how the drowning occu rred, b u t 
j 
according to one of the b oy s, Groff j 
remarked “Now watch me swim” and 
j 
stru ck ou t, sinking at once into the 
deop water. 
lie came u p two or 
three times, his u plifted arms only 
showing ab ove the water. 
His ex­ 
cited companions were u nab le to a s ­ 
sist him and he was drowned. 
Some 
of the b oy s started at once to give the 
alarm, one of them hu rry ing to Wood- 
stock with the report. 
A neighb or 
convey ed the news to Mrs. Groff to 
whom it was a fearfu l shock. 
It was not long after the drowning 
u ntil a nu mb er of men and b oy s, some 
of whom were camping near, were in 
the river in search of the b ody . 
Un­ 
dertaker Will Hu stedt was notified 
and when he reached the river he 
sent to Sey mou r for more help. 
W. 
*\. Carter, Arthu r Carter and several 
others arrived ab ou t six o'clock with 
grappling hooks. 
The work of sy s­ 
tematically dragging the river b elow 
the b ridge was b egu n u nder the direc­ 
tion of W. A. Carter who has had 
mu ch experience in su ch work. 
Al­ 
thou gh two b oat loads of men worked 
hard u ntil nearly ten o’clock the b ody 
was not fou nd and efforts for the 
night were discontinu ed. 
Du ring the evening many people 
from Sey mou r, Woodstock and along 
the river gathered to watch the efforts 
of the seaching party . 
After dark a 
b ig b onfire was b u ilt on the b ank and 
nu mb ers of the people remained u ntil 
the search for the night 'ceased. 
The river was dragged for a dis­ 


tance of prob ab ly forty feet. 
Mr. 
Carter, who has aided in the recovery 
of prob ab ly a dozen b odies, was of 
the opinion that the b oy wou ld b e 
fou nd not fa r from where he went 
down. Ju st where the latter occu rred, 
however, was not certain, as the opin­ 
ion of those who were in the river at 
the time differed somewhat. 
While the search was going on, Mrs. 
Groff, with neighb ors, waited anxiou s­ 
ly at the home of Mr. Bedel, in Wood- 
stock, for news from the river and 
was deeply disappointed when word 
came that the evening’s work had 
proved u nsu ccessfu l. 
Many others 
in Woodstock sat u p late waiting for 
newrs. 
The search was renewed ab ou t half 
past eight this morning. 
A line was 
stretched across the river b elow the 
point where the drowning occu rred. 
Three b oatloads of men held to it and 
worked down the river, dragging it 
carefu lly as they went. 
The work 
was very difficu lt, owing to the deep 
holes and nu merou s strong u nder­ 
cu rrents that were fou nd. 
Several 
men were also b u sy diving at different 
points. 
The men who were dragging 
the stream had gone down the river, 
prob ab ly one hu ndred feet, and were 
working b ack when the b ody was 
fou nd ab ou t seventy -five feet b elow 
where the drowning occu rred and 
ab ou t fifty feet from shore. The b ody 
was cau ght b y T. Roeger Carter, who, 
with Peter Gale and Ernest Allen, 
was in one of the b oats. 
The b ody 
when cau ght was on a sandb ar in 
ab ou t six feet of water, ju st b elow a 
deep hole and at a point where two 
strong cu rrents came together. 
The 
b ody showed evidences of having b een 
hooked b efore and it is thou ght pos­ 
sib le it may have b een distu rb ed last 
night or du ring the search earlier 
this morning, and thu s started down 
the river. 
One of the searchers last 
night thou ght at one time he had 
cau ght it. 
After its recovery , which occu rred 
ab ou t 
11 
o’clock, 
the 
b ody 
was 
b rou ght to Sey mou r to the Hu stedt 
u ndertaking estab lishment and pre­ 
pared for b u rial, and this afternoon 
was taken to the home of Mrs. Groff. 
Coroner Dowden will come from 
Brownstown late this evening to hold 
the inqu est. 
Those who have known the b oy all 
speak of him as b right, well b e­ 
haved and pleasant. 
He had served 
frequ ently at the Cou ntry Clu b as a 
caddy and was well liked there. 
The fu neral will b e held from the 
residence in Woodstock Satu rday a f ­ 
ternoon, at 3 o’clock, condu cted b y 
Rev. F. M. Hu ckleb erry .

JESUS ON THE WAY TO JERUSALEft. 
Lesson: 
Matt. 19: 13-26. 


GOLDEN TEXT:—Jesus said, Suffer little children and forbid them 
not, to come unto me; for of such is the kingdom of heaven.—Matt. 19 


We have hut one lesson in this far- 
reaching chapter which also looks on 
to the kingdom, when the twelve apos­ 
tles shall sit on twelve thrones judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel (verse 28). 
According 
to 
the 
harmony, 
there 
should come in the sequence of events 
between the last lesson and this one 
the whole of Luke x to xvii and John 
vii to xi, but the opening verses of our 
chapter give a suggestive summary if 
taken In connection with Mark x, 1, 
“Great multitudes followed Him, and 
He healed them there; and as He was 
wont lle taught them again.” He was 
ever teaching them of the kingdom 
and showing them by His healing all 
manner of disease something of the 
nature of a kingdom in which the in­ 
habitant shall not say, I ain sick, and 
the people that dwell therein shall be 
forgiven their iniquity (Isa. xxxiii, 24). 
Christendom of today, however, has 
no more use for kingdom teaching than 
it has for our Lord’s teaching ou di­ 
vorce (verses 3-12), and can this be 
wondered at when from so many pul­ 
pits it is declared that there never was 
a literal Adam and Eve, completely 
setting aside the Adam and Eve facts 
as stated by our Lord in verses 4, 5. 
Why profess to honor Jesus even as a 
good man and set aside His plain 
teaching as if He knew nothing? Sure­ 
ly this evil age must be fast drawing 
to a close, and the kingdom must be 
drawing nigh. Will you be there? 
From the story of the little children 
onw’ard this lesson Is also found in 
Mark x and Luke xviii, and it is the 
first lesson since that on the transfig­ 
uration which is recorded by the three. 
To see the force of this we must con­ 
sider what we have just noted con­ 
cerning the large portion recorded only 
by Luke and John. 
In a very recent 
lesson we had some teaching concern­ 
ing the children, but now we have a 
contrast in the little children and the 
rich young ruler between such as en­ 
ter the kingdom and such as cannot. 
They 
brought 
these 
little ones—in 
Luke they are called infants—that lie 
might put. Ills hands on them and 
pray. The apostles are so out of har­ 
mony with the mind of Christ that 
they 
actually 
rebuke 
those 
who 
brought them. 
Jesus wras much dis­ 
pleased and uttered the memorable 
words which have ever since been a 
comfort 
to multitudes of 
mothers’ 
hearts. “Suffer the little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, for 
of such is the kingdom of God.” “And 
He took them up in Ills arms, put His 
hands upon them and blessed them” 
(Mark x. 14. l(Ji. 
I like to associate 
with this act and these words of Ilia 


the words of Zech. viii. 5. “The streets 
of the city shall be full of boys and 
girls playing in the streets thereof." 
For, while that refers to Jerusalem on 
earth wiien it shall have become a 
holy city, is It not true that all true 
earthly joy Is but a faint suggestion 
of the joys of the kingdom? 
Receive 
His word, receive Himself, as simply 
and unquestioningly as a little child. 
Now mark the contrast. 
Here is a 
young man, a ruler, very rich, having 
great possessions, morally very good, 
for he thought he had kept the com­ 
mandments from his youth up, and 
certainly very earnest, for he came 
running and kneeled to Jesus with his 
question, “Good Master, what good 
thing shall I do that I may have eter­ 
nal life?” 
That he might see himself 
and his real need the Lord set before 
him the commandments, for the inten­ 
tion of the law' is to bring us all in 
guilty before God (Rom. iii, 19) that 
we, seeing our guilt and our helpless­ 
ness, may be willing to be justified 
freely by His grace. 
The law as a 
whole uot seeming to affect him, for 
in his self righteousness he fancied he 
had kept all, our Lord brought him 
face to face with the first one, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before Me,” 
by suggesting that he give all that he 
had to the poor and thus transfer his 
treasure to heaven, then die to self 
and follow Jesus, for, as one has said, 
“He who bears his cross is on his way 
to his execution.” That ended the In­ 
terview, and he went away sorrowful. 
He was unconsciously an idolater; 
his wealth and his morality and prob­ 
ably his staudiug among men w’ere 
more to him than Jesus Christ and life 
eternal; hence our Lord’s statement 
that it was next to impossible for such ‘ 
kingdom

Are we approaching a paper age In 
housekeeping? Is the revolt of woman 
against the endless washing of dishes 
to be met with paper plates, cups and 
service shells, and are laundry bills to 
be lessened by the nse of paper table 
covers and doilies?

Do you know if a cloth is w’etted in 
vinegar and wrung out as dry as pos- j 
sible with the hands and w’rapped 
around cheese and then the w’hole put 
in a large paper bag aud kept in a 
cool place the cheese will retain the j 
moisture and freshness of a newly cut 
cheese and will not mold.

Do you know that in peeling apples 
the browm satin that generally appears 
on peeled slices can be avoided by set- 1 
ting eacli slice as it is peeled in a basin 
of cold water? Thus no contact with 
the air is possible, and the stain is 
avoidable. 
The w’ater draws out the acids, and 
there is a sacrifice of flavor to color if 
this plan is used and the apples are 
soaked too long. Any discolored slices 
will turn w’hite again if rubbed with 
a piece of lemon. 
Do you know’ that sometimes the 
most careful washing will not remove 
the flavor and odor of food from the 
utensil in w’hich it w’as cooked? 
This Is frequently the case with fish, 
onion, cabbage, etc., but there is a 
remedy which may be a little trouble 
and yet is w’ell worth trying. 
After 
any of these articles have been coolied 
wash the utensil well with soap and 
water. 
Then nearly fill It with cold 
water and for each quart of water add 
one tablespoonful of dissolved washing 
soda. 
Place on the fire and let the w’ater 
get boiling hot. 
Now pour the w’ater 
Into the sink. 
Rinse the utensil with 
clean water, and on wiping it dry it 
will be found perfectly sweet.

Senator Gore, after declaring that 
he had been approached 
by Jacob 
i Hammon, asserted that Hammon had 
said a man “higher u p" in the govern­ 
ment was “interested” in the contracts, 
j Senator Gore at first said he was re­ 
lu ctant to name the man mentioned as 
“higher u p," bu t later on, being press­ 
ed by Representative Bu rke, chaifman 
of the committee, declared that Mam­ 
mon had u sed the name of Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman, 
j 
“When I scoffed, at the offer of a 
bribe, even if it were raised to $ 50,000, 
as Hammon su ggested it might be,” 
testified 
Senator Gore, “my visitor 
(Hammon), in my office at Washing­ 
ton, went on to say that other mem­ 
bers of congress were interested in the 
contracts. 
He said Senator Cu rtis was 
interested and Congressman McGu ire 
of Oklahoma, was interested, and then 
he mentioned the name of a man high­ 
er u p in the government. 
I was ap­ 
palled when I heard that name.”

Gore said that he u nderstood that 
Sherman was

He referred to Hammon 
as a “man who befriended me in time 
of need,” and told how Hammon had 
gone on his note for $ 300 before the 
primary campaign in Oklahoma. Gore 
proceeding fu rther abou t his conver­ 
sation with Hammon, said: 
“Hammon 
was to transact all the bu siness and 
have the contract made with him.

said there wou ld be no checks.

He inferred 
that the money was to he paid after 
the deal was made, Senator Gore con­ 
tinu ed. 
“I let Hammon talk on becau se I 
wanted to get all the information I 
cou ld on this.

The land involved in the McMu rray 
contracts inclu ded 450,000 acres in the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations.

nominated 
as a 
presidential 
elector on the Democratic ticket to 
cast a vote against the re-election of 
President Lincoln, and in 1800 he was 
elected state senator. 
He was re-elect­ 
ed to the senate. 
At the Democratic national conven­ 
tion held in New York in 1808 Carlisle 
made his first appearance In the arena 
of national politics as a delegate at 
large from Kentucky. 
Horatio Sey­ 
mour was nominated for the presl 
dency at this convention. 
Mr. Car­ 
lisle was lieutenant governor of Ken­ 
tucky from 1871 to 1875. 
A year later 
he was one of the alternate Tilden 
electors at large from Kentucky. 
When Mr. Carlisle was elected to 
congress in 1876 Samuel J. Randall, 
whom he was to overthrow, was a 
power in the lower house. 
This was 
the Forty-fifth congress. 
He was five 
times re-elected by large majorities and 
served as speaker for three terms.

was an authority on parliamentary 
law, and when the house seemed inex­

In June of that year Mr. Cleveland, 
under the powers vested in him, con­ 
tracted for a loan of 4 per cent thirty 
year bonds, redeemable in coin, to the 
amount of $62,000,000, with a financial 
syndicate headed by J. P. Morgan. 
In December of that year, after con­ 
gress had failed to act on recommen­ 
dations that greenbacks ond treasury 
col» notes be canceled by exchange for 
low interest United States bonds, the 
government was compelled to prepare 
for a new loan. 
In this the public was 
invited to participate. 
The people sub­ 
scribed freely, and the government in 
this way obtained $111,000,000. 
This 
was contrasted with the earlier loan, 
which it was declared had been great­ 
ly to the advantage of the financial 
syndicate and to the disadvantage of 
the government.
